It Is one of the curiosities of old time 
legislation that the use of tobacco was 
In early colonial days regarded by the 
magistrates and elders as far more in­ 
jurious, degrading and sinful than that 
of intoxicating liquors. 
Both the use 
and the planting of the weed were for­ 
bidden, the cultivation of it being per­ 
mitted only in small quantities, “for 
ineere neeessitie, for pliisick, for pres­ 
ervation of the health, and that the 
same be taken privately by anncient 
men.” 
But the “creature called tobac- 
ko” seemed to have an indestructible 
life. 
Mrs. Alice M. Earle writes ut 
these early restrictions about tobacco 
in “Stagecoach and Tavern D ays:” 
Landlords were ordered not to “stif­ 
fer any tobaeeo to be taken into their 
bouses” on penalty of a tine to tie* 
“ victualler” and another to “the party 
that takes it.” 
The laws were coil* 
staidly altered aud enforced, and st ii* 
tobacco was grown aud was smoked 
No one could take it “publiequely” not 
in Ids own house or anywhere else be 
fore strangers. Two men were forbid 
den to smoke together. 
No one could smoke within two miles 
I of the meeting house on the Sabbath 
day. 
There were w icked backsliders 
who were caught smoking around the 
corner of the meeting house and others 
on the street, and they were fined and 
set In the stocks and in cages. 
Until within a few years there were 
New England towns where tobacco 
smoking in the streets was prohibited, 
aud innocent cigar loving travelers 
were astounded at being requested to 
cease smoking. 
Mr. Drake wrote in ISHO that he 
knew men, then living, who had had to 
plead guilty or uot guilty in a Boston 
pollee court for smoking in the streets 
of Boston. 
In Connecticut in early days a great 
indulgence was permitted to travelers— 
a man could smoke once during a jour­ 
ney of ten miles.

Still another wailike item which has 
the scent of novelty i< the f< Rowing, 
av hi* ti I have taken from a lady’s bit* r 
w ritten from Durban, says the Loud* n 
correspondent of the Philadelphia In­ 
quirer. 
She said: 
“A dreadful thing happened the other 
day—about New Year. 
There was an 
amusing element about it too. A party 
ut officers and ladies went some miles j 
out of Johannesburg for a picnic— 
about 20 in all. 
While the orderlies j 
were busy laying a champagne lunch­ 
eon a party of JO Boers swooped down 
upon them, drank all the liquor and 
took till the provisions. Then the com­ 
mandant, turning to the officers, said. 
‘Now, then, we will teach you to come 
out for picnics and enjoy yourselves 
while we are lighting for our country 
and our independence.’ 
So he ordered 
them, ladies and all, to hand over till 
their valuables, watches, rings, etc. 
Then came tile worst, for the men well­ 
ordered to go to one side and str.p 
themselves of all their clothing, aud 
the ladles were sent Into a wood to do 
tho same and told that if they refused 
they would be helped to do it. Finally 
the Indies were allowed to retain their 
petticoats. 
Then the vehicles which 
had brought the party out from tho 
town were ordered to take them back. 
Can you possibly imagine anything 
more humiliating or horrible? 
“A short time ago,” continues the let­ 
ter, “all the officers of one of the garri­ 
sons were playing polo when the Boers 
swooped down and carried off all the 
cattle almost from under their noses. 
Lord Kitchener was so angry that he 
sent down and confiscated all their [Hilo 
sticks.” 
There is an amusing story in Lon­ 
don, too, which has to do with the 
present stage of the Boer war.

ing in his left hand a few sealed en­ 
velopes, a very leary “hawker” appear­ 
ed tit the corner of a street in the 
strand and, with many a sidelong 
glance In apprehension of the police, 
thus harangued the crowd:

T he ('orlon* Story C o n n ected W ith 
th e W h ite ll»n*e of B ah-el-M andeb. 
A M onnm ent of th e I n d o l n g of a 
F re n c h A d m iral. 


On the foreshore of the A rabian coast 
in the strait or Bab-el-Mandeb, a t the 
southern en trance to 
the 
Red sea. 
stands a large w hite house concerning 
w hich the travelers to the far east may 
hear a curious story. 
In the middle of 
the nineteenth century, w hen M. de 
Lesseps, afte r m any difficulties, had 
successfully floated the Suez Canal 
company, the governor of the British 
port of Aden, about Pf) miles distant, 
was surprised one morning by the visit 
o f a French squadron of very unusual 
size for th a t p art of the orient which, 
having encountered a terrific storm of? 
Sokotra, had put in for repairs. 
In the mind of the governor curiosity 
w as at once aroused as to the destina­ 
tion of so large a com m and, a curiosity 
w hich increased as he found it impossi­ 
ble to extract any fu rth er inform ation 
from the French adm iral or his officers 
beyond the state m en t th a t they w’ere 
upon an ordinary cruise, an explana­ 
tion which the form er w as not the 
least inclined to believe. 
Firm in the belief, therefore, th a t 
some political move of groat impor­ 
tance w as afloat if not afoot, the gov­ 
ernor, iii order first of all to gain time, 
gave orders to go very tortoiselike on 
the repairs and then set to work to take 
tile Frenchm en off their guard by giv­ 
ing a succession of such en tertainm ents 
as both his slender m eans and the a w ­ 
ful barrenness of the place would a f­ 
ford. 
But though a t the eud of tw o weeks 
tho French an d British officers had got 
upon the best of term s the im m ediate 
destination of the French squadron re­ 
m ained as m uch of a m ystery to the 
governor of Aden as before, and in 
spite of all possible delay the repairs 
were nearly completed. 
Now’, it happened th a t the wMfe of 
the governor possessed an Irish maid, 
who 
had 
been 
receiving attentions 
from one of the French petty officers— 
attentions which the girl did not regard 
seriously. 
It occurred to the governor 
jh a t by such m eans som ething might 
be learned of his unexpected visitor’s 
plans, and a private conversation be­ 
tw een the governor’s wife and her 
maid resulted in another betw eeu the 
la tter and her F rench adm irer, 
by 
w’hich it w as discovered th a t Perim is­ 
land w as the objective point. 
A t this inform ation 
the 
governor 
opened his eyes wide indeed, for, if the 
Suez canal w ere cut through, Perim. as 
com m anding the southern entrance tc 
the Red sea, in the middle of the strait 
of Bab-el-Mandeb. w’ould be a place of 
great strategic Im portance, over which, 
w ith o u t doubt, it w as the intention of 
the F rench adm iral to hoist the tri­ 
color. 
Secretly giving orders, therefore, for 
a g u n b o at to im m ediately em bark a de­ 
tach m e n t of soldiers and steal aw ay in 
th e night for Perim island, the govern­ 
or then announced a farew ell banquet 
and ball for the day but one following, 
a final act of courtesy with which the 
F re n ch adm iral w’ould willingly have 
dispensed, for he w as anxious to sail, 
but w hich he could not well refuse on 
account of the use he had m ade of the 
B ritish 
supplies 
and 
m achinery 
at 
Aden. 
So the din n er and party in due course 
cam e off, tile governor being in high 
spirits, because in the m eantim e he had 
received the new s of the occupation of 
Perim , which under the circum stances 
would surely be followed by the longed 
for promotion, and the French adm iral 
W'as equally happy, for he hoped on the 
morrow' to add the sam e im portant lit­ 
tle speck of land to the dominion of his 
own 
country, 
thereby 
covering 
his 
breast w ith tile stars aud him self with 
m aritim e glory. 
Next day, afte r an interchange of 
cordial farewells, the French squadron 
sailed aw a y to an apparently unknow n 
destination, until, when clear of the 
land, the course w as laid full speed di­ 
rect for Perim island. 
Then w h a t w as the dism ay and dis­ 
appointm ent of the French adm iral and 
Ids officers when, on com ing in sight of 
their destination, they beheld the B rit­ 
ish flag flying and a com pany of sol­ 
diers d raw n up to give them a proper 
salute. 
It is said the French adm iral 
w’as so mortified at being th u s o u tw it­ 
ted th a t he first flung his cocked hat 
overboard and then followed it himself 
into th e sea. 
Be this as it may. ns Perim was 
clearly already occupied by the British, 
the 
only 
counter 
move 
which 
the 
F rench could m ake w as to take posses­ 
sion of a strip of the foreshore on tile 
opposite Arabian coast, 
where they 
built the fortified w hite house in ques­ 
tion, but as the place was entirely a t 
the m ercy of the guns on Perim island 
it w as shortly abandoned, to rem ain to 
this day as a m onum ent of a French 
ad m iral’s undoing.—Exchange.

L e s s e p s . after many difficulties, had 
successfully floated the Suez Canal 
company, the governor of the British 
port of Aden, about l'B miles distant,

Sokotra, had put in for repairs. 
In the mind of the governor curiosity

CUBA CHOOSES W IS E L Y . 
The Cuban constitutional 
conven­ 
tion, by a vote of 16 to l l , has adopted 
the Platt amendment, establishing a 
plan of relations between the United ; 
States and Cuba, just as it passed con­ 
gress and without any of the qualifica­ 
tions that caused the previous accept­ 
ance to be 
rejected by President Mc­ 
Kinley. The evacuation of 
Cuba by I 
the United States will follow as soon j 
as a stable government has been es- ! 
tablished. 
How long it w ill be before ; 
this is accomplished depends upon the 
Cubans themselves. 
The 
Platt 
amendment, 
to 
which 
so 
much 
objection 
has 
been made by Cuban and American 
antis, is designed to enable this govern­ 
ment to carry out its pledge of restor­ 
ing order in Cuba and assisting in es­ 
tablishing good government there. It 
provides that the United States may 
intervene in Cuban affairs to prevent 
domestic misgovernment equivalent to 
anarchy or foreign aggression or occu­ 
pation: that Cuba shall not incur in­ 
debtedness beyond her power to pay; 
that she shall take sanitary measures 
to prevent danger of epidemics spread­ 
ing from the 
island to the United 
States; that the government of the 
latter shall be permitted to lease or 
acquire naval stations on the 
island, 
and also that the status of the isle of 
Pines is to be determined by future | 
negotiations. 
For the Cubans to have rejected it 
would have been the height 
of folly, 
postponing the establishment of their 
eagerly-desired independence. The isl 
anders, having never knowi\ freedom 
have yet much to learn as to the ad­ 
ministration of the affairs of a repub- j 
lie. The barking of the United States 
is for their own good and for the safe­ 
guarding of their liberties.

The Cuban constitutional 
con v e n ­ 
tion, by a vote of I'* to l l . has adopted 
th e P latt am endm ent, establishing a 
plan of relations betw een the Toited 
States and Cuba, just as it passed con­ 
g ress and without any of the qualifica­ 
tions that caused th e previous accep t­ 
a n ce to be 
rejected by P resident Mc* I 
Kinley. 
The evacuation of

th e United States will follow as soon 
a s a stable governm ent has been es-1 
tablished. 
How long it will be before 
this is accom plished depends upon the 
Cubans them selves.

antis, is designed to enable this govern ­ 
m ent to carry out its pledge of restor­ 
ing order in Cuba and assisting in e s­ 
tablishing good governm ent there.

provides that the United States may 
intervene in Cuban affairs to prevent 
d om estic m isgovernm ent equivalent to 
anarchy or foreign aggression or occu­ 
pation; that Cuba shall not incur in­ 
debtedness beyond her power to pay; 
that sh e shall take sanitary m easures 
to prevent danger of epidem ics spread­ 
ing from the 
island to the United 
States; 
that the governm ent of tile 
latter shall lie permitted to lease or 
acquire naval stations on tile 
island, 
and also that the status of the isle of 
Pines is to be determined by future I 
negotiations. 
For the Cubans to have rejected it 
would have been the height 
of folly, 
postponing the establishm ent of their 
eagerly-desired independence. The is!

ministration of the affairs of a repub - 1 
lie. 
T he backing of the United States 
is for their own good and for the safe­ 
guarding of their liberties.

FASTEST OF HER CLASS AFLOAT. 


Battleship Illinois Achieved Notable 
Distinction— Average of 


17.31 Knots. 


Boston, June 13.— W ith the proud 
distinc tion of being the fastest battle­ 
ship In America and the speediest of 
ber class in the world, the new sea 
fighter Illinois lay at anchor in Presi­ 
dent's Hoads last night after a moot 
successful trial. Over the government 
course from Cape Ann to Cape Por- 
p i^ * and return, a distance of 
HH 
nautical miles, she raced under the 
watchful eyes of United States naval 
representatives and established a new 
record by maintaining 
an 
average 
speed of 17.31 knots for four consecu­ 
tive hours. 
Not only did she demon­ 
strate that she was faster than any 
warship of her size afloat, but she 
proved her ability to turn upon an 
enemy with extraordinary quickness 
by describing a complete circle with 
In 300 yards, or little more than twice 
her length, in three minutes and ten 
seconds, while ploughing through the 
sea at full speed. 
Steadiness and reserve power char­ 
acterized the performance oi the ship 
throughout the severe test. The work 
of her engines was smooth and even.1 
aud the records of the day showed 
but one-tenth of a knot difference in 
speed between the northern run aud 
the return. 
The machinery easily met 
every requirement and not an acci­ 
dent of any kind marred the success 
of the day.

stands a large w hite house concerning 
which the travelers to the far east may 
hear a curious story. 
In tin* middle of 
the nineteenth century, when M. de 
Lessees, a fte r m any difficulties, had 
successfully floated th e Suez Canal 
company, th e governor of the B ritish 
port of Aden, about HJO miles d istant, 
w as surprised one m orning by the visit 
u f a French squadron of verv unusual 
size for th a t p art of the orient which, 
having encountered a terrific storm off 
Sokotra, had put in for repairs. 
In the m ind of the governor curiosity 
w as at once aroused as to the d estin a­ 
tion of so large a com m and, a curiosity 
which increased as he found it impossi­ 
ble to ex tract any fu rth e r inform ation 
from tile F rench adm iral or his officers 
beyond tile sta te m e n t th a t they w ere 
upon an ordinary cruise, an ex p lan a­ 
tion which the form er w as not the 
least inclined to believe. 
Firm in the belief, therefore, th a t 
some political move of great im por­ 
tance w as afloat if not afoot, the gov­ 
ernor, In order first of all to gain time, 
gave orders to go very tortoiselike on 
the repairs and then set to work to take 
the Frenchm en off their guard by giv­ 
ing a succession of sucli en tertain m en ts 
as both his slender m eans and the a w ­ 
ful b arrenness of the place would a f ­ 
ford. 
But though a t tile end of tw o weeks 
the French an d British officers had got 
upon the best of terras the im m ediate 
destination o f tile French squadron re­ 
m ained as m uch of a m ystery to the 
governor of Aden as before, and in 
spite of all possible delay the repairs 
were nearly completed. 
Now, it happened th at the wife of 
the governor possessed an Irish maid, 
who 
had 
been 
receiving attentions 
from one of the French petty officers— 
attentions w hich the girl did not regard 
seriously. 
It occurred to the governor 
th a t by such m eans som ething might 
be learned of his unexpected visitor’s 
plans, an d a private conversation be­ 
tween the governor’s wife and 
her 
maid resulted in another between the 
latter and 
her F rench adm irer, 
by 
which it w as discovered th at Berlin is­ 
land w as the objective point. 
At 
this 
inform ation 
tile 
governor 
opened his eyes wide indeed, for, if the 
Suez canal w ere cut through, Peri rn, as 
com m anding the southern en tran ce tc 
the Red sea, in the middle of the strait 
of Bab-ol-Mandeb, would be a place of 
great strategic Im portance, ovt*r which, 
w ithout doubt, It w as the intention of 
the F rench adm iral to hoist the tri­ 
color. 
Secretly giving orders, therefore, for 
a gun b o at to im m ediately em bark a de­ 
ta ch m en t of soldiers and steal a w a y tn 
th e night for P erim island, the govern­ 
or then announced a farewell banquet 
and ball for the day but one following, 
a final act of courtesy w ith which the 
Frencl) ad m iral would willingly have 
dispensed, for he w as anxious to sail, 
hut w hich he could not well refuse on 
account of th e use he had m ade of the 
B ritish 
supplies 
and 
m achinery 
at 
Aden. 
So the d in n er and party in due course 
cam e off, tile governor being In high 
spirits, because in the m eantim e he had 
received the new s of the occupation of 
Perim , w hich under th e circum stances 
would surely he followed by the longed 
for prom otion, end the French adm iral 
w as equally happy, for he hoped on the 
m orrow to add the sam e Im portant lit­ 
tle speck of land to tin* dominion of ills 
own 
country, thereby 
covering 
ii is 
breast w ith the sta rs aud him self with 
m aritim e glory. 
Next day, afte r an Interchange of 
cordial farew ells, the French squadron 
sailed aw a y to an ap parently unknow n 
destination, until, when clear of the 
laud, the course was laid full speed d i­ 
rect for Perim Island. 
T h en w h at w as the dism ay and dis­ 
appointm ent of the French adm iral and 
his officers when, on com ing In sight of 
their destination, they beheld the B rit­ 
ish flag flying and a com pany of sol­ 
diers d raw n up to give them a proper 
salute.

CUBA CHOOSES WIS ELY. 
The Cuban constitutional 
conven­ 
tion. by a vote of 16 to ll. has adopted 
th e Platt amendment, establishing a 
plan of relations between the United 
States and Cuba, Just as it passed con­ 
gress and without any of the qualifica­ 
tions that caused the previous accept­ 
ance to be rejected by President Mc­ 
Kinley. The evacuation of 
Cuba by 
the United States will follow as soon 
as a stable government has been es­ 
tablished. How long it will be before 
this is accomplished depends upon the 
Cubans themselves. 
The 
Platt 
amendment, 
to 
which 
so 
much 
objection 
has 
been made by Cuban and American 
antis, is designed to enable this govern­ 
m ent lo carry out its pledge of restor­ 
ing order in Cuba and assisting in es­ 
tablishing good government there. 
It 
provides that th** United States may 
Intervene in Cuban affairs to prevent 
domestic misgovernment equivalent to 
anarchy or foreign aggression or occu­ 
pation; that Cuba shall not Incur in­ 
debtedness beyond her power to pay; 
that she shall take sanitary measures 
to prevent danger of epidemics spread­ 
ing from the 
island to the United 
States; that tile government of the 
latter shall b*» permitted to leas** or 
acquire* naval stations on the island. 
and also that the status of th** 1h1»* of 
Pines is to be determined by future 
negotiations. 
For the Cubans to have rejected it 
would have been the height 
of folly, 
postponing the establishment of their 
eagerly-des ired Independence. Th** isl­ 
anders, having nev**r knowig freedom 
have yet much to learn as to the ad­ 
ministration of til** affairs of a repub­ 
lic. The backing of th*1 United States 
is for their own good and for the safe­ 
guarding of their liberties.
